E 
VERYWHERE you journey in California you discover new interests. 
It is difficult to leave San Francisco, once you have partaken of its 
hospitality and m any diversions, but I took a day off and journeyed to 
Stockton, a thriving city inland about 80 miles East. 
It lies in the very 
h eart of one of the richest valleys in the world comprising about a 
million people, 
I was surprised to learn th a t big freight carrying boats come right 
to its doors — a distance from tile Golden G ate of about 77 miles. 
I am 
told th a t it is the largest general cargo term inal on the Pacific coast. 
I walked through the great buildings, and saw stacked high, boxes and 
crates of all sorts, products of this rich centre which are taken to all parts 
of the world, 
Mr. Allen, who is th e Director of the Port, is the sam e gentlem an 
who once superintended the rem arkable inland Port a t Houston, Texas. 
Stockton is a city of about 60,000 people, located in this level te rri­ 
tory which is 450 miles long and an average of 60 miles wide. For miles 
you see beautiful orchards of prune trees, grapes, peaches, pears, and 
other fruits for which California is famous. 
Many of the trees were in 
pinkish bloom — and this day was one in February w ith New York 
registering 16 degrees above! 
In this town is located a beautiful school — ihe College of the Pacific, 
at which th a t grand old (old in th e sense of beloved) man, Alonzo Stagg, 
th e famous form er University of Chicago football coach, now holds forth. 
I called upon him, which was both a privilege and an inspiration, for 
no m an in athletics has done more in America to dignify and glorify 
sport th an Alonzo Stagg — the m an who has always been as great a 
teacher of character as he has been of football. 
From this charm ing city the visitor may drive to m any a historic 
spot — to the G host towns, to the old haunts of B ret H arte and M ark 
Twain, to the m ountains and old mining camps, and to a great grove of 
big trees. 
And not far away is the interesting city of Sacram ento, th e 
capital of the state, around whose capitol grounds are to be seen one of 
the finest collections of trees, one wishes to see. 
About this territory 
centered the great gold rush of 1849, 
No one m entioned the depression to me in these parts: People were 
too busy doing things. They have a big garden to look after!

WARTIME BASIS 


Paris, 
March 
17 
(AP).—The 
Daladier cabinet approved today a 
bill for sem i-dictatorial decree pow­ 
ers from parliam ent to strengthen 
France against any menace from ex­ 
panding Germany. 
The cabinet also approved a gov­ 
ernm ent statem ent on the central 
European situation to be delivered 
in the cham ber of deputies in for­ 
eign policy debates starting this a ft­ 
ernoon. 
The decree powers bill, m inisters 
said, will be subm itted to the cham ­ 
ber Saturday morning. 
The

merely th a t "the bill would confer on 
the governm ent the powers neces­ 
sary to consolidate and increase the 
strength of France.” 
Political sources said the measure 
would perm it Daladier to govern by 
decree for a limited period and was 
drafted for the express purpose of 
stepping up "industrial mobiliza­ 
tion.”
